perity to his People; and then cloſes all witl:this A.

in which words, we may learn theſe three great 
and important Leſſons: 
Firſt, That even the beſt of Princes may often 
have many Enemies; this is here manifeſtly Suppos 
24ly, That God will fruſtrate all their defigns 
and cloath ſuch enemies with ſhame z this is here 
plainly Exprcls'd. 3 
Thirdly, That he will faſten the Crown, and 
make it ro flouriſh on the heads of pious Princes 
this is here Evidently promis'd, upon Himſel f ſhall bi 
Crown flouriſh. Theſe three great and weighty Truti 
contain the full ſenſe of theſe words, and mult there 
fore be the ſubject of our enſuing Diſcourſe. _ 
Firſt, I lay, The mention here made of Enemic 
plainly Suppoſes, That the Beſt of princes may, an 
often have many Such: Of the truth of mY th 
Hiltorie 
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Hiſtories Ot all times and Ages may abundantly in- 
form us - And tho many inſtances might be given of 
this Sad truth, yet I (ball at preſent take notice of 
wo only; and thote of the beſt Princes, that ever 
ſray d a Sceptre, whole Titles to their Kingdoms 
gere unexceptionable, and whole vertucs not only 
xdorn'd the Crowns they wore, but likewiſe deſer- 
red and entitled them to a much better. And yet 
theſe were not tree either from the ſecret deſigns, or 
the more open Attempts of Subtle and Malicious E- 
nem1es. | 

The firſt inſtance I ſhall mention hereof, ſhall be 
that of our Text, even of Holy David, a man after 
God's own Heart, and a King of God's own appoint- 
nent, for he commanded Samuel to Anoint David 
king over Jjrael ; ſo that the Goodneſs of the per- 

ſon, and the clearneſ\s of his Title, ſhould Cone would 

think.) have gain'd him the Hearts and Hands of al! 

lis Subjects; And yet neither of theſe could ſecure 

him from the incurſions of enemies, or the jnſurre- 

tions of the People: for we find him often Com- 

paining, Lord how are they encreaſed that trouble me? 

Many there be that riſe up againſt me; ial. 3. 1. 2. 

dul purſued him with a deadly hatred, hunting 

him as a Patridge upon the Mountains, and with 

an inſatiable Rage thirſted for his Blood. De, the 

Edomite prov'd faile and perfidious to him, and by 

al the evil Arts of inſinuation and treachery, Sought 

0 take away his life. Achitophel's wildom was fer a- 

gainſt him, by whoſe curled policy and infitgation 

bis own Son Ab/olem conſpired his Ruin: The Fhi- 

Hines frequently diſturb'd the peac: of his king- 

dom; and many of his own ſubjects, were no better 

than Scads in his fide, and thorns in his Eyc: ſo 

true was that obſervation of his; Many are the i rou- 

bles of the Righteous. B 2 The 
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the Hearts of friends, and turn the Hearts of Ene. 


The other inſtance I ſhall mention of this Sad truth 
Shall be one of later date, and nearer home, but ns 
leſs great both in his worth and his Misfortung, 
And that is, king Charles the Firſt, A Prince, whogl 
great vertues and Endowments might juſtly dray 


mies. A Prince, whoſe piety and devotion towards b 
God, whoſe integrity and Good will towards men, Wit 
whoſe Humility in the Higheſt condition, and whoſe r 
patience in the loweſt ; in a word, A Prince, whoſe F 


Leal to his Church, Conſtancy to his Religion, And. 
Magnanimity in all his ſufferings, can never be enough 
admir'd or imitated : And yet all theſe and many 
other princely and excellent qualities, that eminent- 
ly appear'd in him, were not ſufficient to guard hin 
from the Malice and Machinations of wicked and 
blood thirſty enemies: and he who in his vert 
Excell'd the moſt happy Princes, in his misfortunes 
Equall'd the moſt unhappy Man. 

But who are they, that are commonly the Ene- 
mies of ſuch pious Princes? Why, not only they 
who openly reſiſt and lift up their hands againſt 
them; but likewiſe all ſuch as ſecretly wiſh or think 
evil in their hearts towards them: for theſe want no 
will, but only power and opportunity of doing 
them the greateſt miſchief. All that employ then 
heads in forming plots and deſigns againſt them, and 
draw the People into Confederacies and Combinat!- 
ons, are to be reckon'd in that number. Again 

All that uſe their Tongues in defaming or detrad- 
ing from the Honour of Princes, are juſtly to be 
look'd upon and treated as enemies; for they derive 
a weakneſs upon their power, that they may the 
better come at their Perſons, and they that 9 7 6 
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jold with their good names, would not much ſtick 
it their lives: ToSlander the foot-ſteps of God's Anoin- 
u, is only in order to make them fall ; and the 
Reviling of their Perſons, is but a more fubtle way 
of undermining their Government. Indeed, He 
hat deſigns evil to the Perſon of any, commonly 
kgins with his Reputation, and by wounding of 
that, is the better enabled to compaſs his end: the 
Tongue is a ſharp arrow, that flies and is felt farther 
hn tis ſeen; bitter words cut deeper than the 
frord, and the wounds that are made by them are 
many times more dangerous and incurable ; and 
therefore they may be juſtly accounted among the 
worſt of Enemies, whoſe Throats are an open Sepul- 
re to bury the good names of their Betters, and 
ho wilfully retain the Poiſon of Aſps under their 
h. In ſhort ,* | 

All that raiſe factions in the State, or Counte- 
rance Diviſions in the Church, are to be Reputed 
Enemies to the Queen and Kingdom; for they alie- 
ute the Affections of the People, and kindle ſuch 
fames of animoſity and contention, as endangers 
not only the Peace but the very being of Kingdoms: 
or if we will believe our Saviour, A Kingdom di- 
ed againſt it ſelf cannot ſtand. 

But whence comes it to paſs, that the beſt of 
Princes, are thus often infeſted with the worſt of 
Lnemies ? 

ln Anſwer to which, not to ſpeak now of the di- 
ine providence, which for the trial of good, and 
e puniſhment of bad Men, ſometimes permits theſc 
ings to be ; I ſay io paſs by this, the immediate 
Caules hereof. are the inſtigation of Satan, and the 
Urruption of Mens hearts. For the 2 
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Firſt, Ever ſince the Evil Spirits firſt defection 1 
and Revolt from their Maker, they have been ſtil 
ſtirring up, and encouraging Mankind in all the 
ways of Rebellion, and that not only againſt God 
but againſt all that wear his Image, and Rule by his 
Authority; in which they e fo far, that 
Satan is ſtyl'd the God of this World, the prince of th: 
power of the Air, the Spirit that worketh in the (};j. 
dren of Diſobedience ; Eph. 2. 2. 

But not to lay all the blame upon the Devil, this 
fault in a great mcaſure proceeds from the Corrupti- 
on of Mens hearts and defigns ; where whilſt Ambi- 
tion, Intereſt Envy and Diſcontent Reign, ther 
will be unavoidably uneaſy both to themſelves and 
others. Tr 

Pride and Ambition, will ſcarce ſuffer men to ſe: 
any above them, and that will put them upon t- 
tempts of pulling down, or ſetting aſide others, tof 
make room for their own Advancement; And it they 
think or ſee princes themlelves to ſtand in their way, 
they will not ſtick if they can to rife, though by 
their fall. Again 

An inordinate love of Worldly intereſt ſets Men 
upon all imaginable ways of promoting it, and 
makes them to favour all Counſels and deſigns, that 
may any way tend to advance it; this will turn 
publick Streams into private Ciſtzrns, and put men 
upon enriching themſelves; upon the ſpoils of och 
And they that are ſuch lovers of themſelves, Cont 
monly prove enemies both to Prince and Country. 

Moreover, Envy pines at another's proineriy, 
caſts an Evil Eye upon their Greatneſs, a d like the 
Sun darts the hotteſt beams upon the high 
ground. 
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Diſcontent makes men hearken to any Methods of © 

gatifying their Spleen, and will cauſe them to vent 
heir -Choler to better their Condition; if they 
hvenot what they would, or if matters be order'd 
atherwiſe than they think fit, they grow peeviſh 
ind out of humor, quarrel with the Government, 
nd ſometimes lift up their hands againſt their Head. 
Frinces then may have enemies, we fee who they 
e and whence it comes, _ 
But J ſhall not obſcure the Glory of this day, by 
alarging farther. on this black and gloomy ſubject, 
nor damp the Joy of this ſolemtity, with any fear ot 
Enemies ; hoping that the Gracious Queen, whoſe 
happy Acceſſion to the Throne we this day cele- 
brate will never find any; or at leaſt none, that will 
kin the leaſt Able to Annoy her perſon, or to di- 
furb her Government. This we have abundanten- 
couragement to Expect from the 

Second part of our Text, to which I now pro- 
ed, Namely, God's gracious promiſe of defeating 
uch Enemies, and bringing them to ſhame, for ſo he 
here Exprefly declares to King David; As for his E- 
mies, Iwill cloth them with ſhame. 

For the better clearing of this, I muſt 

J's briefly Conſider the Nature and effects of 
ame. | 

Next, what it is to becloath'd with it; And then 
we ſhall the better ſee this to be the Common lot and 
portion of the King's or Queen's Enemies. 

kor the Nature of ſhame, we underſtand by 
It, a Fear of puniſhment ariſing from the ſenſe of 
Cuilt, and the trouble of diſappointment. =_ 

Thar Shame Conſiſts in fear is evident, becauſe it 
makes Men Shrink and play leaſt in fight, he that is 

- aſhamd 
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aſham'd ſeeks to hide himſelf, and is unwilling to 
be ſeen, or if he be made to appear, he is fill'd with 
Bluſhing and Confuſion of face; twas ſhame or fear 
that made our firſt parents to hide themſelves among 
the Trees of the Garden, and to gather fig-leaves to 
Cover their Nakedneſs, as we read, Ge. 3. 10. And 
the ſame fear hath deſcended, and poſſeſs d their po- 
ſterity ever ſince. 5 

Again, that Shame Conſiſts in the fear of pun. 
ment, is no leſs evident, from the paleneſs and trem- 
bling, with which it 1s accompanied ; all which are 
the Effects of fear, and proceed entirely from the 
Apprehenſions of ſome approaching evil. Moreo- 
ver, 

Thirdly, This fear is ſaid to ariſe from the (:- 
cret ende of Guilt; this ſhews us the ſpring or riſe of 
ſhame, which evermore proceeds, not from the ſen: 
of ſuffering but of fin, for tho Afflictions may make 
men fad, yet tis fin only that makes them aſham'd: 
twas Adam Rebelling againſt God, that made him 
tlee from his preſence, and ſeek to ſhelter himſelf 
from his Diſpleaſure; ſo that fin and ſhame came 
into the World at once, and have ever ſince gone 
hand in hand together. Laſtly, 

Shame is ſaid to proceed from the trouble of dil- 
appointment: there is ſcarce any thing, that ſinks 
deeper into the mind, than diſappointment, eſpe- 
cially where the hopes were promiſing, and the ex- 
pectation rais'd; to fall from ſuch great and pro- 
mifing hopes, and to find them all turn d into dil- 
appointment and a Curſe; this diſmays, and caſts 
Men into the depth of Deſpair, bringing ſadneſs in- 
to their hearts, and confuſion upon their Counte- 


nances. This is briefly the Nature of ſhame, a 
W | theſe 
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ele arc the ſad effects of it here threatned in the 
Text, which was the fate of King David's, and we 
we will be the Caſe of all our Queen's Enemies. 
But what is it to be cloathed with ſhame 2 why, 
hat is a metaphorical expreſſion, and ſigniſics their 
king overwhelm'd or array d all over with it; 'tis 
n Alluſion to a Garment, which we know is ap- 
died to every part, and covers the whole Body: in 
kemanner the Enemies of Princes are here ſaid to be 
ahl with ſhame, and elſewhere to be covered al! 
wr with their own Confuſion as with a Cloak. So that 
e Expreſſion implies thele two things. 
. The fruſtrating of all their Hopes, and 
auh. The poſſeſſing them with great and panick 
fears; both which are in Scripture frequently threat- 
Kd to King David's Enemies. 
if, I ay, God's cloathing bis Enemies with 
lame fignifies the diſappointing of their deſigns, and 
nulrating of all their Hopes, which we know na- 
rally brings ſhame upon the Authors and Abetters 
them this we find the Royal Pſalmiſt often 
dying for; deliver me (ſaith he) from the ſnares, 
Put they have laid for me, and from the traps of evil 
. He was ſufficiently ſenſible, what gins were 
Wfor him, and what plots and deſigus were 
umd againſt him, by Sundry ſorts of Enemies; 
which his Recourſe was ever unto God for 
Kiverance and Preſervation from them, who he 
kw was alone able and willing to do it for him. 
that David thus heartily pray'd for, that God 
Tadily promis'd to him, Aſſuriug him of mercy 
Wl deliverance, that he would ſtand by him, whilſt 
r obſerv'd his Laws, and no evil ſhould approach 
dure Him. 
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And what he thus faithfully promis d him, tha 
likewiſe he did as effectually perform; the fulfilling 
whereof in Scripture is call'd, The ſure merces of David 
when his enemies boaſted of their ſtrength and gf 


their numbers, they became but as the Di before | 


the wind, and the Angel of the Lord ſcattering »\ fen: 
when they thought their deſigns beſt laid, anc 
ripe for execution, they were by an invilible h4nd 
ſoon blaſted, and made to vaniſh into air and dilap- 
pointment ; the contrivers of them were coverd 
with ſhame, and their goodly Projects ended only 
in their own Confuſion. 


Thus it fared with Saul, who purſuing Did 
with a deadly Rage, God was pleas d to (top hin 


in his Courſe, and to take him off in his career of 
miſchief. 

Ahſolom was caught by the Hair of his Head, and 
ſmitten to the Ground by the hand of Joab, as we 
read 2 Sam. 18. Achitophel's artificial web of Policy 


was of a ſudden {wept away with the Beſom of De- 


ſtruction; His Wiſdom was turn'd into Folly, and 
his great Subtilty ſerv'd only to cloath him with 
ſhame, and wrap him in his own Confuſion: all 
which we find David acknowledging to be the Lird' 


doing, and 1s marvellous in our eyes. 


Secondly, This is farther done, not only by fru- 


ſtrating the hopes, but by poſſeſſing ſuch Enemies 
with Panick Fears, and bringing them to ſhametul 
and untimely ends; this is evident in that crafty Po- 
litician Achitophel, whoſe ſubtle and ſelfiſh Policy 


only advanc'd him to the Gallows, and made him 
(to prevent others) become his own ExXecutioneT , 
which ſhews how eafily the ſtrongeſt brains may be 
ſeiz'd with Infatuation and Phrenzy, when they 


are 
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ire employ'd againſt God, or againit his Anointed. 

Moreover, This with many other fatal Examples 
of the ſame kind, may help to convince us of the 
Danger and Folly of preferring Worldly Policy be- 
fore Religion, and the Peace of our own Minds; of 
king a private Intereſt to the prejudice of the 
Publick Good, and of being more intent upon the 
perining Affairs of this ſhort life, than the more 
weighty and eternal Concerns of a better. 

They who have done ſo, have in all Ages been 
dothed with ſhame, and have brought upon them- 
ſeves and Families a ſwift Deſtruction, of which 
mny more Inſtances both of former and latter 
Times may be given. Korah and his Company, for 
ſpaking againſt Moſes and Aaron, were all ſwallowed 
alive, and went down quick into Hell; as we 
rad in the 16th Chapter of Numbers. Siſera the 
(tain of Jabin's Hoſt, tor oppoſing Deborah, whom 
God had raiſed up to Save and Judge Iſrael, was in 
n extraordinary manner delivered into her Hands, 
ind in a very unuſual way put to Death by Jael 
the Wife of Heber the Kenite; as we find it in the 
th of Judges. Bigthan and Tereſh, the two Cham- 
berlains of King Ahaſnerys, for conſpiring together 
wanſt his Life, revealed to him by Queen Eſther, 
were both put to an infamous Death, and Hang- 
« up before the Court-gate z as we may read, Eſther 
v 21, 22, 23 Verſes. 

What ſhall I ſay more? The tir: would fail me 
ttell of Sheba, the Philiſtines, and many other Une- 
Mics of King David, who were Executed as Tray- 


tors, and periſhed as the Dung of the Earth; A- 


rainſt whom we find him firſt praying, and after tri- 
uphing over them, P/al, 83. 
. Thus 
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Thus we ſee how truely God verified and fulfil! 
his promiſe to him, by cloathing all his Enemies yi 
ſhame, and bringing all thoſe that role up again 
him, to a fearful and untimely End; which it an 
eſcape here, there remains an After and worſe Rec. 
koning for them hereafter; for they that Reſit, l 
receive to themſelves dammation, Rom. 13. 

From whence proceed to the more joyful part; 
this Day's ſolemnity, from the 

Laſt part of our Text, pon hiziſelf ſhall his (rm 
flouriſh: Wherein God Almighty promis'd to fixthe 
Crown upon his head, and to make it ſhine there, 
with a bright and conquering luſtre. 

How well this was made good to him, the fo. 
lowing part of his Reign will abundantly diſcover, 
in which his Enemies being cloath'd with ſhame, 
himſelf was Crown'd with Glory; when like the 
Sun got out of a cloud, he Shin'd with a greater Spen- 
dor, being fix d the more firmly in the Throne, with 
the Scepter faſtend in his hand, and the Crown 
touriſhing on his head - This we find him often ac- 
tnowledging unto God, Styling him þhis Rock, lit 
Caſtle, his deliverer, the horn alſo of his Salvation, 
ard his refuge, as we ſee in the 18th and many other 
Pſalms; where he thankfully owns, that God had 
lifted his head above his Enemies and made all his 
toes his foot- ſtool, and then cloſes up the Palm 
vw ith this Acknowledgment, great proſperity giveth he 
unto his King, and fheweth Ioving kindne/s unto 
David his anointed, and to his ſeed for evermore. 

But was this great care of Divine Providence colin 

find to David and is this promiſe of Proſperity 
peculiar only to his Poſterity > No; both thele e. 
qually extend to all Pious Princes, whom God Al- 

mighty 
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mighty takes into his immediate Care and Protecti- 
on; his Mercy indeed, is over all his Works, but 
tis more eſpecially ſo, over thoſe whom He hath ſer 
over the Works of his own Hands : that general Pro- 
vidence that extends to all his Creatures, more par- 
icularly preſides over them, whom Cod hath made 
his own Viceroys, and Vicegerents to govern ir: his. 
ſtead this lower World: Touch not mine Anointed was 
1 general charge given to all Perſons in the behalf of 
ill Crowned Heads; no violent Hand may ſo touch, 
a to annoy or hurt them; for who can lift up their 
hund againſt God's Anointed, and be blamleſs 2 no 
riivlent Tongue may ſo touch, as to defame 
2 detract from Them; For who can ſlander the 
ftſteps of God's Anointed, and be innocent? No 
foot of Pride may ſo touch, as to kick or fling 
x them; for this is to kick againſt the pricks, 
which will but wound themſelves, and picrce them 
through with many Sorrows: in ſhort, The watch- 
ful Providence of God will fo protect all good 
Princes, that no weapon cither of Power or Policy 
formed againſt them ſhall proſper; and He that nci- 
ther ſlumbers nor ſleeps, will be always awake for 
their ſecurity. | 
This is what 1s here promiſed in the Text, and 
was performed to David ; his Enemies were cloth'd 
with ſhame, the hands that were ſtretch'd out a- 


gainſt him wither'd, but upon his own and his 


Poſterities head did the Crown Flouriſh. 

What was thus promis d and perform'd to David, 
we truſt will be eminently made good to that gract- 
cus Queen. that this day aſcends the Imperial Throne 
ot theſe Realms. | NIKE?
